DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Alan Aldawas seen traveling from Bridgehampton 
to Water Mill carrying Kmart shopping bags last 
Friday afternoon. Jon Stewart was seen ordering 
a foot-long cheese taco from the Subway 
Restaurant kiosk on the Southampton platform 
on Thursday. 


“UNDERSTANDING” REACHED 

Negotiators for Hamptons Subway have reached 
an understanding with negotiators for the Shelter 
Island Bridge and Tunnel Authority in Lausanne, 
Switzerland on Thursday. The dispute between 
these two operations has been simmering for 
more than 40 years, ever since the Shelter Island 
Bridge and Tunnel Authority took over, without 
permission from Hamptons Subway, the tunnel 
that connects Shelter Island with Sag Harbor. 
This tunnel, built by Hamptons Subway in 1931, 
but never used, was taken over by armed men 


in uniform with their insignias ripped off in 
1983 when the Shelter Island Bridge and Tunnel 
Authority was created. In 2004 Hamptons 
Subway wanted to build a spur from Sag Harbor 
to Foxwoods in Connecticut, but were refused 
use of the the existing tunnel by the armed men, 
and so had to build a separate tunnel side by 
side with the old tunnel. Since that time, insults 
have been hurled back and forth through the 
two tunnels’ air-circulating system (which the 
two tunnels share), and sometimes things that 
smell bad have been dropped from one tunnel 
to the other. 

According to Commissioner Aspinall, the 
“understanding” will end the abuse in the side- 
by-side tunnels for 10 years, with international 
monitors empowered to carry it out. Both 
sides also agree to continue talking in hopes 
of reaching a firm agreement by June. The 
Hamptons Subway board is in turmoil about the 
“understanding” and Commissioner Aspinall 
will have a great deal of explaining to do. In any 
case, at this moment, as both sides agreed when 
shaking hands with one another using their 
secret handshake, this is something that could 
lead to, for instance, milk and cookies. 


HAPPY BIRTHDAY ALEX 

Alex Grabowski, who teaches’ exercise 
class in the Hamptons Subway company 
gym, turns 28 years old this Saturday, and 
there will be a birthday party for him in 
the cafeteria on the fourth floor of the 
Hamptons Subway Building in Hampton Bays. 
Chai tea will be served and a cake will be 
brought in, Alex will blow out the candles 
and then it will be taken away. If you bring a 
present, be sure you wrap it’ in 
biodegradable material. 


DOORS THAT OPEN OUTWARD 

The six new subway cars with doors that 
open outward have arrived and they will be 
put into service tomorrow as the third car 
from the front of every third subway train. 
The cars were ordered at the request of 
numerous subway riders who suffer from 
FSD, also known as Fear of Sliding Doors. 
Those who are frightened by doors that open 
out should consider this as a_ notification 
of where they will be. Management considered 
subway cars with doors that stay shut or 
doors that are stay open permanently, but 
rejected that. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

May is Cajun month on the Hamptons 
Subway. Beginning on May 1, all musical 
performers on the platforms will be required 
to play only Cajun music for that month.

EASTER GOES FOR A HOP 

When hundreds of small children, Easter 
baskets in hand, set off across the fields of the 
East End in search of Easter eggs during last 
weekend’s Easter festivities, no one anticipated 
the disappointment that would ensue. After 
the hunts had gone on for five minutes and 
not a single child had managed to find an 
egg, a shocking realization began to dawn: 
the Easter eggs were gone! The children were 
understandably devastated, as were their 
dentists. Police are now in the midst of a massive 
investigation to find the person or, more likely, 
persons who made off with an estimated 11,500 
plastic eggs filled with penny candy. “This 
was an organized, precision job,” said police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “Initial findings show 
that computer systems were hacked to retrieve 
the detailed maps that show the locations of 
individual Easter eggs, and surveillance footage 
is being reviewed.

North nie S Be ined Fight to Stop 3,000 Semi-tractor Trailer Trucks 


BY DAN RATTINER 


B uried deep in a government report 
created by the New York Metropolitan 
Transportation Council with advice from the 
Connecticut Department of Transportation 
Council and paid for by the U.S. Department 
of Transportation is a plan that would create 
havoc on the North Fork of Long Island. 

Under this plan, in a section called “Cross- 
Sound Enhancement Project,” more than 3,000 
semi-tractor trailer trucks that currently use 
1-95 in Connecticut to get from Boston to New 
York would be diverted onto big ferryboats and 
taken across Long Island Sound to Orient. There, 
they’d continue for 40 miles down Route 25, the 
rural two-lane road that wends its way through 
Orient, East Marion, Greenport, Southold, 
Mattituck, Cutchogue, Laurel, Jamesport and 
Aquebogue to show up in Riverhead at the 
ramp entrance to the Long Island Expressway 
and the fast track into New York City. 

All this is to help try to deal with the 
catastrophe of Connecticut’s I-95 Superhighway, 
which connects Boston to the New York 
metropolitan area and suffers from an almost 
daily accumulation of jackknifed tractor 
trailers, exploding gas trucks and tipped-over 
payloaders that tie up things for miles. 


Most people from these parts who take the 
ferry to Connecticut to go to Boston make it 
a point to take the long route up there—I-80 
from New London to Worcester, and then the 
Massachusetts Turnpike to Boston. It’s more 
miles, the Turnpike has tolls, it takes longer, 
but that’s the way it is. Connecticut simply does 
not fund widening its more direct way, I-95, or 
fixing it or resurfacing it in any meaningful way 
since it was originally built 50 years ago. (I just 
Googled I-95 Connecticut. First item that comes 
up is SEMI-TRACTOR TRAILER HITS GARBAGE 
TRUCK ON 195. It’s business as usual.) So go 
ahead and take it. But be prepared to sleep in 
your Car. 

Ah, but here’s that wonderful solution. 

“One of many public benefits offered by this 
project is improved livability through reduction 
of traffic in highly congested urban centers,” 
says the U.S. Department of Transportation on 
its website. “Other benefits include emissions 
reductions, energy savings and _ landside 
transportation infrastructure maintenance 
savings.” 

The project is part of “America’s Marine 
Highways Funding Program.” It’s a_ big 
document. The states were asked to make their 
recommendations. Connecticut’s contribution 
was this 3,000 semi- (Cont'd on next page)

tractor trailer trucks diversion. It would greatly 
take the pressure off the overloaded I-95. Things 
would start to move again. - 

The villages of Orient, East Marion, Greenport, 
Southold, Mattituck, Cutchogue, 
Jamesport and Aquebogue, all old 17th-century 
villages, are not taking this plan lying down, 
however, unless you want to consider Orient’s 
plan to create a protest by having some of the 
descendants of the original white settlers, King, 
Terry, Glover, Latham, Tuthill and Vail, lying 
across the Main Road as a roadblock. 

As a matter of fact, the news of the existence 
of this plan first came to the attention of the 
good people of Orient when a pilgrim from New 
London came across the Sound to tell them of 
it. He then went off on horseback, sounding the 
alarm and alerting the townspeople of the old 
New England villages of East Marion, Greenport, 
Southold, Cutchogue, Laurel, Jamesport and 
Aquebogue of what was coming. Each of these 
communities now has a plan to stop this from 
happening or, if unsuccessful, at least slow it 
down and get their fair share of the spoils. 

The people of East Marion plan, ifthe protest in 
Orient doesn’t stopthem, tostandinthemiddle of 
the road with pitchforks right across from 
Truman Beach. 

Greenport’s plan, if it gets past the protest 
and the pitchforks, is to stop the trucks at 
a toll booth, declare the contents of each 
truck as “salvage”—they have a long tradition 
in Greenport of dealing with shipwrecks and 
dividing up cargo that washes ashore before the 
wreckmaster shows up to take over. Greenport 


Laurel, 


will charge a 10% tithe of all the goods brought 
through the tollbooth. If it’s 1,000 boxes of 
grapefruits, the residents of Greenport get 100; 
if it’s 200 I-beams for a skyscraper in New York 
City, two of them will be unloaded to strengthen 
up Greenport’s Meeting House, where the town 
fathers decide on the laws. 

Southold, the biggest (and oldest) of the 
colonial towns, settled in 1640, plans to simply 
hijack the trucks and hold them for ransom. 
When the ransom is paid, in pounds, shillings 
and pence, the semi-tractor trailer trucks will 
be free to go, and head down to Mattituck. 

Mattituck’s plan—if the trucks get through 
the protest, the pitchforks, the tithing and 
the hijackers—is simply to stop all the trucks 
so they can be “weighed,” and during the 
process, steal all the tires off the wheels. Some 
of them, the Mattituckers have been told, are 
14-wheelers, and the men of Mattituck are well 
able to count—this is a lot of tires—after which 
the tireless trucks will be allowed to proceed 
out past the “weighing station” on their rims. 

If the trucks get through to Cutchogue, past 
the protesters, the pitchforks, the hijackers, 
the tithing, the ransom and the rims, they will 
face the angry natives of the Cutchogue tribe, 
who will ride circles around the trucks and 
fire at the drivers. It will be an all-day affair, 
and at the end, the drivers of the trucks, those 
who have survived, will be invited to a great 
banquet surrounding a campfire for the night to 
celebrate that they have, through it all, gotten 
through. Drinks will be drunk, and the men in 
the morning sent along their way...to Laurel. 


The men who run Laurel have devised a plan 
to divert all the incoming trucks coming down 
into the village off to the coastal village of New 
Suffolk, where they can be simply driven into 
the Atlantic Ocean and stacked up one upon 
the other as a well-stocked reef for fishermen. 
Laurel’s men will do the diversion with signage. 
The signs will read TRUCKS THIS WAY and 
have arrows. The semi-tractor trailer trucks will 
surely follow these routes. 

In Jamesport, if there are any semi-tractor 
trailer trucks who have survived the protesters, 
the pitchforks, the hijackers, the tithing, the 
ransom the rims and the diversions, they 
will face the men of Jamesport who will tar 
and feather the remaining drivers and burn 
whatever is left. 

The men of Aquebogue therefore believe 
they will not even see any trucks, and so have 
decided that if they do see one they will give 
this solitary truck driver an award consisting 
of a silver cup, a jeroboam of champagne, a 
laurel wreath to wear around his forehead and 
a full village escort of fire trucks, ambulances, 
police cars, marching band and _ bagpipers 
(from Scotland) all the way to the entry ramp 
of the Long Island Expressway, where, as the 
truck backfires and goes up the grade, all the 
residents of Aquebogue—all 15 of them—will 
cheer “Good luck,” set off fireworks and ring 
cowbells to herald. this truck with its rims 
sparking, the driver tarred and feathered, the 
back on fire, pierced with arrows and bereft of 
all freight for the long hot glide on the eight-lane 
to the glistening towers of Manhattan. g&

The Sacred Spot 


A 36-Unit, One-Story, L-Shape Motel for Sale in Montauk for $25 Million

he beloved Ditch Plains surfing spot in 
# Montauk, once ranked #9 in the country 
by Surfer magazine, is famous not only for 
the surfing but for the on-shore culture that 
accompanies it. There is a jetty that juts out into 
the ocean that creates the eastern wall of this 
surfing beach. There is the single-story 36-unit 
East Deck Motel, built in the 1950s by Sam 
and Bea Cox and operated until last summer 
by their descendants, where colorful beach 
towels often hang from the railings of the motel 
to signal there are surfers in residence. There 
is Lili Adams’ Ditch Witch mobile food wagon 
that serves smoothies and other healthy fare, 
and there’s the Beach Dog that serves burgers, 
fries and sodas. There are concrete benches on 
the beach itself to sit on and enjoy the goings- 
on. Off at the other end of the arc of the beach 
there are the cliffs that define the western 
border of the world of Ditch Plains. And beyond 
that is the United States of America. 

Last summer, a corporation called ED40 
LLC whose owners include Scott Bradley, a 
teacher at a surf paddling school here and 
Lars Svanberg, the owner of the Main Beach 
surf shop in East Hampton, bought the 6-acre 
oceanfront property of East Deck for $15 
million. They soon announced plans to convert 
the motel into a private club. The motel units 


would be removed, the building enlarged to 
12,242 square feet on two floors that would 
include spa facilities, event space, a new 
swimming pool, a lounge, lockers, a boardwalk 
a group of cabanas, a game room and, for 
the lucky members, a nice restaurant and 
beachfront café. Also there would be parking, 
some of it underground, for up to 100 cars for 
the members. 

This project, designed by _ British 
architect David Adjaye, was not well 
received by many in the Montauk community. 
For one thing, East Deck Motel is the 
only commercial property within a mile of 
Ditch Plains. Behind it and along narrow 
streets on each side are private homes, 
one of which years ago had been a rooming 
house where Teddy’ Roosevelt once 
stayed when he and his Rough Riders (and 
the rest of the U. S. Army) camped in 
Montauk after the Spanish-American War. 

Another problem is that the project would 
seem far too large to be put together by 
just a surf shop owner and a surf paddling 
school employee. For example, concurrently 
with their application for approval from 
the Town, the new owners spent millions 
of dollars to shore up the beachfront on 
both sides of the old jetty to keep the 
East Deck from being flooded or undermined 
by the sea. Clearly, the buyers have some

deep-pocketed investor or investors, who 
surely would be involved with the ownership. 
Several publications, including The New York 
Times, have followed leads to who this might 
be that have brought them to the doorstep of 
J. Darius Bikoff, the multi-millionaire. owner 
of Vitamin Water, and to Mike Repole, the 
billionaire founder of that company, but when 
approached, Repole said he has nothing to do 
with it. 

It may not matter who is_ behind 
this, but the secrecy about it has compromised 
another aspect of the project, which is a 
fuller explanation of exactly what a “private 
club” on the ocean might be. 

There is one called the Bathing Corp of 
Southampton, whose membership is almost 
entirely old-line families and their children, 
where there is almost no opportunity for 
anyone new to get in. 

There is another on Gin Lane in 
Southampton called the (Cont'd on next page) 
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Motel (Continued from previous page) 


Southampton Bath and Tennis Club which > 
will accept entrants if they can pony up the 
thousands of dollars initiation fee. 

On the other hand, in downtown Montauk, 
the former Ronjo Motel, which is a block from 
the ocean, was recently purchased, fixed up 
and. changed into a public hotel called the 
Montauk Beach House. There is a restaurant, 
rooms for guests that are called boutique lodge 
rooms and a pool where non-guests can swim 
for a “club” fee. This has become a hotspot for 
the surfing and partying community. 

The East Deck application has met huge 
resistance. Last Labor Day Weekend, 200 surfers 
went out to Ditch and protested the proposal. 
Then, late in the fall, the application for this 
project was postponed, so it could, reportedly,

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be scaled down. The latest news is that the East 
Deck Motel is being offered up for sale as-is for 
$25 million. 

There are precedents for selling oceanfront 
commercial properties here. The Panoramic, 
a former oceanfront resort, was sold in 2006 
for $32 million in Montauk at the height of 
the real estate bubble. The Panoramic in its 
pre-purchase configuration, however, had 117 
rooms vs. the East Deck’s 36. It was and is a 
much larger property. 

Other oceanfront properties, all larger than 
this one, have sold for more than $15 million. 
Gurney’s Inn in Montauk, with hundreds 
of rooms, sold in 2013 for $25 million. The 
Dune Deck Resort Motel in Westhampton 
Beach, also with hundreds of rooms, sold 
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Farmingdale, New York 11735 
631.420.4101 
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earlier this year for $19 million. 

Now it turns out that ED40 LLC is talking to 
the Town of East Hampton about purchasing 
and saving the property. The town had the 
property appraised, which came back at $8 
million, according to The East Hampton Star. 
They have asked for another appraiser to go 
out. Surely it would fetch more than that. If the 
Town and ED40 can come to terms, the town 
can use CPF Money, the money raised by real. 
estate transfer taxes, to make the purchase 
and save the place, but only up to the amount 
of the appraisal. If the price agreed upon 
is more than the appraisal, the town would 
need another party to purchase the property 
and then sell it back to the town for the 
appraised price.

In other surfing news—if you call this 
surfing news—the Surfrider Foundation has, 
together with an environmental organization 
called Defend H20, filed a lawsuit against 
the Town of East Hampton and the U. S. Army 
Corps of Engineers to stop the Army Corps’ 
massive beach project to protect Montauk’s 
downtown from being overwhelmed by the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

The suit says this $9 million, half-mile long 
construction of an underground sandbag wall— 
from one end of downtown to the other— 


violates local ordinances, which prevent 
the use of “hardened” structures along 
the ocean. The law was. written to 


prevent stone jetties and steel barriers on 
the beach. 

The hamlet of Montauk was alarmed several 
years ago when, during two different storms, 
the ocean rose up at high tide to break over 
the existing dunes to begin to flood downtown. 
Only the emergency dispatch of payloaders 
and bulldozers were able to shore up these 
breaches and stop the flooding. The Town took 
this very seriously and appealed to the Army 
Corps, which agreed something would have to 
be done. 

At the present time, Montauk remains 
unprotected. Studies suggest the underground 
sandbagging will solve the matter for many 
years to come. 

No stop work order has accompanied this 
lawsuit, however, probably because no work 
has yet been done. All has been approved by 
the state and federal government, though, and 
a contractor has won the bidding. The plan last 
fall was to have it all in during this springtime 
of 2015. 

But there’s been a delay. Montauk’s motel 
owners have gotten the Army Corps to agree 
not to do construction work on the ocean 
between May 22 and October 1, when the 
people are out there on their beach blankets. 
That would disturb the clientele. As a result, it 
seems increasingly likely that no work will take 
place until the fall, and then should be ready 
for 2016. 

We say good luck, Montauk.

waiting alongside for the customers to come 
out from the little airport terminal. 

That this was before its time might have 
been clear to Trump if he’d known more about 
the history of that long-ago terminal. It was a 
broken-down old shack made from a former 
World War I army barracks towed out to the 
Hamptons from the Camp Upton basic training 


facility in Yaphank after that war ended. Legend — 


has it that when they needed an addition in the 
late 1940s, a local farmer towed a chicken coop 
out to attach to the barracks. 


Trump did this for two years. You win some, 
you lose some. He ended the service after the 
second year. 

And so, at a certain point, you just couldn’t 
keep things as they were. Regarding dogs, there 
were people who didn’t like them, and there 
were people who were allergic to them. Dogs 
got banned from restaurants. They had to be 
on leashes everywhere, even out at beaches. 
And then there were the baggie laws. I thought 
they were absolutely ridiculous. | thought, this 
will never work. And then last week, walking 
through the woods with my dog, there I was 
with a crumpled-up blue baggie in my pocket, 
waiting for my dog to do her thing off near a 
bush. Deer and squirrels do their thing in the 
woods and nobody picks up after them. 

Well, this sad tale is intended for readers 
who can’t believe that the Town of East 
Hampton could ban helicopters from landing at 
that airport between 11 p.m. and 7 a.m. every 
day, or if noisy—decibels count—between 
8 p.m. and 9 a.m., and not more than one trip 
a week in summer. It’s just that helicopter 
traffic has increased from maybe one helicopter 
landing here every few hours to one helicopter 
landing here, as the airport logs show, 
every four minutes from dawn to dusk on 
summer weekends. 

Yes it is true. The airport used to be 
surrounded by deep woods. And when people 
built houses, -mostly (Cont'd on next page)

vacation houses, in those woods, they knew 
going in that there was an airport there and that 
there would be noise every once in a while. But 
not this. 

It might have been possible, if the helicopter 
people behaved in a considerate way toward 
their neighbors—coming in toward the airport 
at a high level where noise would be minimal 
down below, and then dropping down for a 


semi-quiet little cat’s feet landing on a runway 
near the terminal—for nobody to get so upset 
about their large numbers. 

But then it might have been possible, if the 
dog owner people behaved in a considerate 
way toward their neighbors, for people to not 
have gotten upset if the dog owners made it 
a point to always clean up after their dogs, or 
keep them on a tight leash in restaurants or 
prevent them from getting into fights with other 
dogs or even biting people. But we didn’t. And 
now there are laws. 

For at least five years, in response to the 
complaints from people living near the airport 
about the huge racket the choppers made 
coming in low, the town tried to get the 
helicopter people to voluntarily comply with

suggested rules. It’s only an extra five minutes 
to come in high. But, like the dog people, they 
wouldn’t. We dog people don’t have much clout. 
So we got used to the rules. The helicopter 
people however have clout. There is a “let 
them eat cake” quality about this. They have 
filed lawsuits. 

The whole point the helicopter people make 
is that they don’t want to spend an extra hour 
and a half in a cramped car getting out to the 
Hamptons. That extra hour and a half is too 
important to them. 

Well, I say thank God for the Hampton Jitney, 
particularly its upscale Hampton Ambassador 
service. I am on one now, taking that extra hour 
and a half on the road writing this story sitting 
in a comfortable captain’s chair in a peaceful, 
quiet setting not unlike that of a private club. 
There is an attendant who offered us hot towels 
at the start of the trip, then later newspapers 
and magazines, and an assortment of foods and 
beverages, including red or white wine. Around 
me are people working on their computers, 


_ reading on their Nooks and Kindles, napping, 


talking quietly or watching the movie on the 
overhead TV monitor—the movie today is Clint 
Eastwood’s Trouble with the Curve. All this 
for $45. 

‘Way back in the day of army barracks and 
chicken coops, the trip out to the Hamptons 
was not an extra hour and a half, but an extra 
two hours and a half. And the cars were bumpy 
and noisy and nobody had seatbelts so they 
were also pretty scary.

ground was broken in August 2013. 

“Martin and I felt it was important that our 
local hospital have the capability to conduct 
stroke and vascular distress intervention,” 
Audrey Gruss said. “Southampton Hospital is 
essential to all of us living in the East End 
and we are honored to be part of its quest 
for excellence.” 

The centerpiece of the endovascular suite 
is a Siemens Healthcare Artis Zeego for 
angiography, the medical imaging of the inside 
of blood vessels and organs. 

“This is the best,” Dr. Fredric Weinbaum, the 
chief medical officer of Southampton Hospital, 
says of the Artis Zeego. 

Lead interventional technologist Gary 
Gerard noted that the machine uses “pulse 
fluorography,” an imagining technique 
that requires less contrast, reducing the risk of 
the patient’s kidneys shutting down, and less 
radiation. The images the Artis Zeego creates 
are merged to provide a 3D picture. 

Kathy Anderson, R.N., the nurse manager, 
notes that the Artis Zeego arm has sensors to 
ensure it can never hit the bed or patient. 

Hospital leaders anticipate the technology 
will attract doctors. In fact, it already has. 
Dr. Henry Woo, an esteemed Stony Brook 
Medicine neurological surgeon, has requested 
to work at the Gruss Center. 

The endovascular suite is much larger than 
other ORs to accommodate the equipment, plus 
medical residents and additional staff for 
observation and training purposes. Booms on 
the ceiling keep equipment and monitors off the 
floor except case carts and an anesthesia cart. 

Behind a glass wall, technicians have an area 
for monitoring patients during surgery, and 
procedures can be recorded for training. 

Both the endovascular suite and the second 
new OR have sophisticated air-circulating 
technology that uses laminar flow. “It directs air 
away from where the patient is, so it reduced 
the risk of infections,” Weinbaum explains. 

The two operating rooms were designed using 
mostly existing space, and hospital services 
were uninterrupted during construction. Victor 
Famulari Architect P.C. in Manhasset was 
responsible for the design and contracting firm 
E.W. Howell, based in Manhattan and Plainview, 
was responsible for the construction. 

Chaloner said the hospital had six ORs, but 
two were unusable because they were too small. 
With a reformulation of the space and expansion 
of the footprint, the four existing ORs and two 
new ORs share a sterile corridor. ga

_ It may be disconcerting at 
_ first to Google photo realist 
painter Charles Bourke 
Wildbank and find the words 
deaf artist” after his name. 

Wildbank, who has been 
deaf since birth, wants 
viewers to know upfront 
not only why he cannot 
talk about his work, 
“like everyone else,” but, 
more significantly, that “art was never a means 
to escape.” 

Indeed, for anyone who might expect that 
frustration, anger or depression would prompt 
Wildbank to create macabre art, one only need 
look at this week’s cover art, “Sisters,” an oil on 
canvas. It couldn’t be more colorfully joyous or 
strategically composed to emphasize harmony 
between humanity and nature. 

In “Sisters” the blades of wheat are flecked 
with sunlight, a few poppy-like red flowers 
dot the field and pull the eye to the high 
horizon line where the sky is a cloudless lapis 
lazuli blue. The girls, who look close in age, 
a sense of twinning that appears in several 
of Wildbank’s figure paintings, are surrounded 
by and reach out to swirling sheaths of whitish 
wheat that deepen down to yellow. They 
are totally absorbed, their faces barely seen, 
young innocents caught in a moment of 
time past.

What inspired “Sisters?” 

Although this was commissioned 
by a patron to reenact childhood 
days with her sister in her native 
Germany, the actual models were 
from my hometown of Jamesport, 
and the shot was from my upstairs 
studio window with its sweeping 
view of the wheat fields on a 
hot afternoon. 


You say that your travels following 
the sun enable you to continue 
doing outdoor portrait themes. How does the 
East End fit in? 

I am very much an East End artist, going 
35 years strong, exhibiting throughout the 
Hamptons. Many of my paintings depict an 
intimacy toward nature, especially by the sea: 
waves, seashells, surfing, etc. out of loving 
concern for preservation. 


When did you start painting? 

At the age of nine, with the support of 
nurturing parents and grandparents, and in all 
media, watercolor, oils, pastels, not to mention 
graffiti, which prompted me to draw. I attended 
Yale, Pratt and Columbia, though at this time, the 
’60s, technology was still sparse for the hearing 
impaired. I was a good student, however, and 
a determined painter, | got my professional 
start doing a huge “giant sparkling rendering” 
of the Cartier diamond, which was exhibited in 


a window at Bonwit Teller’s. Then 
came portraits, an early one of my 
idol David Hockney and later on, 
one of Luciano Pavarotti. In 2003 
Cunard commissioned me to do two 
18’ murals for The Queen Mary. After 
decades of painting, I feel “more 
expressive and uncontained.” 


How do you use photography? 

Often I transfer portrait 
information from photos [from 
different angles] on the computer 
so that it fits my view of the person, 
an arm here, hands that way, that expression 
here, the windswept hair lock over there, etc. 
I also shift overall colors and even change 
backgrounds completely. I make the outlined- 
figure silhouettes on the blank canvas by means 
of a penciled or taped grid, while looking at my 
laptop screen. The entire painting application 
with real paints is done with traditional 
paintbrushes, with the photo image on the 
laptop next to my easel, from start to finish. 
Transformation is a constant throughout. Extra 
colors are intuitively selected; textures are 
improvised as well, since texture is [also] what 
a photo cannot convey.

There’s an 
episode midway through the series where Pam, 
the office secretary, gets accepted to Pratt 
Institute to pursue art. Inclined to not enroll 
for a litany of practical reasons, someone tells 


Pam, “There are always a million reasons not to 
do something.” 

I can’t say why a quote from a sitcom has 
stuck with me, but it has. I wasn’t serious in 
my apartment search, because I had convinced 
myself that it wasn’t going to work out. 

I had declared that I was stuck in my current 
situation, not realizing that not making moves 
was, in itself, its own sort of move. But after 
talks with a number of people, I’ve come to 
believe that when you want something, you 
go for it, and you just find a way to deal with 
the other—potentially negative—things that 
could happen. 

Of course, there are some very good reasons 
to not do something. I didn’t want to move 
into a place where I felt unsafe, or somewhere 
so far away that the freedom of living on 
my own would be negated by a freedom- 
inhibiting commute. 

But, there are legitimate concerns, which 
help us to make good decisions; and then there 
are excuses, which prevent us from doing 
that. Figuring out the difference is an ongoing 
learning process, as is staying positive and 
patient while you wait for the real reasons to 
work themselves out. 

Since signing my lease, I’ve realized that 
most people my age don’t get to live with their 
parents. And I'll admit that I rarely took a step 
back to view my time at home as “getting” to 
live my parents. Though we get along together 
very well, | mostly thought of it as a temporary 
situation that I would one day leave. But in

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t’s no surprise that Peter Cook opted to start his namesake architecture firm in the Hamptons — 

the Cook family has a long history on the South Fork and Peter spent much of his childhood in 

Bridgehampton. As Cook says, “My extended family has been out in the Hamptons for over 350 

years. | count the whole Ludlow family amongst my familial relations. My father’s parents had been 
coming out here since the ‘30s and moved out full-time in the ’50s. They lived on Sagaponack Road. My 
father was in Bridgehampton immediately following the hurricane in 1938, doing cleanup work. | have 
been spending time in the Hamptons my entire life.” 

Cook moved here full-time in 1982, and today runs one of the area’s most successful full-service 
architectural firms specializing in custom residential projects. His wealth of experience gives him great 
insight into life, and real estate, on the East End. 

Becoming a part of the East End’s development was an organic process for Cook, as his “grandparents 
owned the Rev. Brown house on Sagaponack Road, one of the oldest residences in Sagaponack/ 
Bridgehampton. By the time | was coming out here for the summer, they had sold it and were living 
instead in what used to be a carpenter’s shop right next-door. It was a tiny house that provided many 
fond memories for me. 

“Growing up | had a strong interest in cartooning,” he continues, “and, as one of the six children of 
a mathematician and an engineer, | had a solid grasp of mathematics and the physical sciences. As 
| got older | decided to put my artistic and logical brains together and study architecture. | liked the 
creativeness of architecture and the fact that it was a discipline that had rules and parameters— 
expressing creativity within the confines of construction and zoning laws, human engineering and safety 
was a challenge | relished. Architecture presented itself as an option that combined both, art and science. 
| chose to pursue a professional program in college [at Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute in Troy, NY], and 
graduated with a degree in building sciences. Following a five-year internship with the prolific, talented 
and gregarious Bridgehampton architect Eugene L. Futterman, | opened my own practice and first hung 
the Peter Cook AIA Architect shingle on my door in 1987.” 

The architect has gained wide recognition as an expert in his field. He shares that “one of my 
first professional highlights was being nominated one of the ‘Top 40 architects under 40’ by 
Progressive Architecture magazine, the bible of architectural magazines in the ’80s and ’90s. Since then 
my firm has had the honor of being featured in many national publications including among others... 
Architectural Digest, House and Garden, Home, Dream Homes of New York, Elle Décor and Town 
and Country.” 


WHAT ARE THE FIRST THINGS YOU NOTICE WHEN YOU WALK INTO A HOME SPACE? 

The quality of, or lack of, natural light and the flow and hierarchy of spaces. Does the house feel bright 
and happy? Do | know where to go? Am | invited by the circulation and the sequencing of spaces into 
the home? Is the plan choppy or welcoming? | think a well-designed home is positioned to exploit the 
best qualities of the site. Generously day-lit rooms should be appropriately and cohesively proportioned 
and movement through the house should be inviting while piquing one’s curiosity. 


WHAT ARE SOME OF YOUR FAVORITE DESIGN DETAILS? 

| think stairways are a critical part of home design and experience. Often a stairway is the most 
prominent design element in a home. The requirements for building a conforming stair are very strict, so 
designing a stairway that is at the same time functional, beautiful and an experience for the user is always 
a challenge. | also enjoy creating multi-function rooms [Such as] a bright day-lit family room that, with the 
oush of a button, converts into a dark theater or a screened/covered porch that, with another push of a 
button, becomes a fully conditioned interior room. 


WHAT IS ONE OF THE MOST MEMORABLE AMENITIES YOU’VE DESIGNED? 

Most recently we were asked to include the design of an indoor half-court basketball court in a client’s 
home that could convert to a garage for winter car storage or open to become an entertaining space for 
large gatherings. We designed a barn-like wing. to the house with electrically operated multi-light barn 
doors and a full maple gymnasium floor engineered to support the weight of parked cars. When the barn 
doors are open, the space feels like a roofed open-air pavilion, perfect for a summer party. 


DID YOU DESIGN YOUR OWN HOMES? 

| have renovated my homes, but | have not had an opportunity to do a ground-up construction. ..yet. 
It’s something | look forward to in the near future. When | was first married, | had the great fortune 
of designing and construction managing the renovations and additions to a home that | had seen 
from afar my whole life and fantasized about as a child. It was one of the Gardiner family estates. 
An originally modest Gambrel style home with a shingled, crenelated tower called “Tower Hill” on 
Brick Kiln Road in North Bridgehampton. As a child | was always curious about “the castle on 
the hill” when we would pass it on our way to Long Beach—on days when the ocean was too 
rough for the small children we were— imagine the thrill of not only reconstructing that structure 
to become a home for my own family, but to also recapture the surrounding properties to restore 
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the grounds to its original grandeur. 

As an architect the idea of designing your own environment can be daunting, 
not only do you have virtually boundless creativity at your disposal and the 
urge to execute your wildest design ideas, but you need to bear budget in 
mind. Not many architectural practitioners can afford to build for themselves 
what they have the privilege of designing and building for their clients! You also 
have to deal with facing your own work every day—the hits and the misses, 
the successes and failures of your design. It’s like constantly evaluating 
yourself in the mirror that’s a lot to contend with! 


WHAT IS IT ABOUT HAMPTONS ARCHITECTURE THAT YOU FIND 
PARTICULARLY APPEALING? 

The Hamptons is rich with examples of historic, traditional, transitional, 
interpretive, contemporary and modern designs all existing, for the most part, 
harmoniously. For an architect, “Hamptons clients” are not simply people 
building homes, but they are very often true patrons of the art of architecture. 
In the 30 years | have been actively working in the construction/ 
design industry in the Hamptons |’ve seen the “styles” of architecture 
remain the same yet rotate in popularity. In times of prosperity the 
modern design style seems to gain popularity, and in times of instability 
people prefer the comfort of a traditional home. That’s not to say that 
both styles don’t coexist, and endure together. Quite the contrary. One of 
the great things about working in the Hamptons is the diversity of architectural 
styling and clientele. 

Right now, | see a shift toward the modern/contemporary home- 
style, including what | call “transitional” architecture, a blend of the best 
of modern and traditional. | credit this shift to a few factors. First, 
technological advancements in construction materials and_ building 
envelope elements, which have allowed for greater expanses of glass 
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and open spaces. Second, our lives have become so frenetic and complex, | 
think the new home dweller appreciates the cleanliness— absence of clutter) 
— of the modern interior. Here advances in technology and home environmental 
systems have given the architect greater freedom to design sparse environments 
that are less dependent on “ornamentation” and more focused on materials, 
light and space. 


WHAT’S AN ARCHITECTURAL PET PEEVE OF YOURS? 

If | have a pet peeve, it would be the maximum height regulations in our towns. 
Historically great homes exceeded our current 32- and 35-foot maximums. | think 
these height limitations, combined with minimum first floor elevations as required 
by FEMA, have resulted in truncated works of architecture far more offensive 
than a taller house might have been. My other objection would be 
abuse of the gambrel roof form. Ill proportioned variations of what used to 
be an elegant Dutch Colonial roof form has been grossly misused 
by developers as a way to economically exploit volume and square 
footage within the maximum height regulations. There seems to be 
the mistaken belief that “the more Gambrels one puts on a house 
the better!” 


WHAT IS AN IDEAL DAY IN THE HAMPTONS FOR YOU? 

When | am not working, an ideal day in the Hamptons for me will most 
likely include time on my bicycle, the beach, a boat and dinner with friends 
at one of our many great local restaurants. And it will always include time 
with my daughter Sailor. |

$50,000,000 


When they say some chances only come along once in a lifetime, this is the 
type of thing they’re referring to. Almost 4 acres of Southampton oceanfront, 
28 Gin Lane last changed hands 55 years ago. That was around 1960, when 
the estate section of Southampton was still the province of a closed elite, and 
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when summer in Southampton was less about swimming and sunbathing and 
more about appearing at the right parties in the right clothes. A beachfront 
property wasn’t so much about ocean vistas and sunlight as it was meant to 
help establish bona fides—28 Gin Lane preserves that now-vanished world.

When it comes to luxury real estate, what does the name “Angel View” 
conjure? The vistas from the 50-foot bluffs at this North Haven estate, which 
is bestowed with that title, will beat whatever one could imagine. The 6.5-acre 
parcel in a gated community has 500 feet of frontage on Noyac Bay, facing 
the sunset. The custom-built chateau-style residence has six bedrooms with 
full bathrooms and two additional partial baths. The entry hall has a beautiful 
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staircase and exposed beams. Beams are also a feature in the living room 
with a stone fireplace that reaches the height of the soaring ceiling. The dining 
room features a coffered ceiling, and the updated kitchen has a dining area 
as well.

Villa Maria is one of the most storied estates in the Hamptons. The property 


was originally developed in the late 1800s by a group of businessmen, and the 
mansion itself took on its current shape starting in 1919, when a new owner

hired prominent architect Frank Freeman to expand on the original footprint. 
The estate earned the nickname “Red Gables” due to the addition of a red-tile 
roof. The name Villa Maria came after the Roman Catholic Church acquired 
the property in the 1930s during the Great Depression. Villa Maria was a 
convent for decades before Nine West founder Vince Camuto—who passed 
away earlier this year—and his wife, interior designer Louise Camuto, bought 
the estate in 2005 and embarked on a five-year restoration project that would 
return it to its Gatsby-era splendor while providing modern amenities. New 
York architect Andre Tchelistcheff and East Hampton’s John Hummel and 
Associates Custom Builders were enlisted to update the residence while 
maintaining historic integrity, and landscape architect Edmund D. Hollander of 
Manhattan restored and enhanced the gardens. 

In addition to the 22,000-square-foot main residence— 
with its 11 bedrooms including a six-room master suite and 15.5 baths— 
the 11-acre estate on Mecox Bay has a carriage house and a gatehouse.

eighbors can be wonderful, but anyone can, at one time or another, 
find something unpleasant, unsightly or even unimaginable about 
the people next door...yes, even on the beautiful East End of Long 
Island. What to do? These are the top 10 legal issues that you may 
face with your neighbor and how they will be resolved, in court, according to 
the law. Perhaps, this article will show you that a private, non-legal, neighborly, 
agreed-upon resolution is a better option for your predicament than turning to the 
courts. Then again, perhaps not. 


Your Neighbor Killed Your Trees by Over Pruning 

How do you even know that the trees that were located on your boundary line 
were yours and not your neighbor's in the first place? The only means to be 
certain is to outline your boundary line with monuments laid by a licensed land 
surveyor. Before even thinking of approaching your neighbor, be sure that you 
own the trees in dispute. Once your property is outlined, the key feature of a 
tree in determining ownership is the main support systems of the tree, such as 
the body or trunk, not the tree’s branches or roots. If the tree is destroyed, as

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confirmed by an arborist, the wrongdoer is exposed to liability in an amount of 
up to three times the current fair market value of the tree, plus $250, plus any 
permeant and substantial damages caused to the land where the tree existed, 


Neighbor’s Falling Tree Damaged Your House 

The existence of a claim depends on the condition of the tree prior to its fall. If 
the tree was left in a state of decay and that condition caused its fall, then your 
neighbor is liable to you for the cost of repairing the damage to your house and 
for the removal of the tree from your property coupled with the damage to your 
garden, grass, etc. that the tree’s removal caused. However, if the tree was in a 
sound condition prior to its fall, you have no claim against your neighbor available 
at all. In fact, in determining whether the tree fell from decay or natural causes, 
your neighbor had no prior duty to regularly check all of her standing trees for 
nonvisible decay. Only where the decay was readily observable prior to the 
tree falling will your neighbor be liable. As a result, when trees fall from natural 
cause, such as a hurricane or tornado, your neighbor is not responsible for the

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tree or even for the removal of the tree itself. Instead, your neighbor, in such 
natural circumstances, only has an obligation to remove the tree to the extent 
that it exists within her boundary line after the fall. 


Shared Driveway Maintenance and Repair 

A properly drafted deed, and/or covenants and restrictions in the chain of 
title, should spell out the respective duties and limitations of the parties’ rights 
with respect to a shared driveway. The specific maintenance obligations of 
each neighbor should be set forth by explaining if the dominant estate-holder’s 
rights are just to use the easement as a passageway, or, instead, if the 
dominant estate-holder can maintain the easement with such things as plantings, 
fencing, paving, etc. It should allocate the costs and decision-making powers 
of the neighbors so that there is no ambiguity as to the neighbors’ ability to 
co-exist into the future. More so, it should unequivocally state if the servient 
landowner is completely excluded from use of the driveway existing for the 
benefit of the easement-holder, or if both the servient and the dominant estate 
can use the driveway in a shared manner. The latter being the default rule if the 
Chain of title is silent as to this issue. In such a situation and absent an express 
agreement to the contrary, all persons benefited by an easement must share 
ratably In costs of its maintenance and repair. If you don’t have an agreement 
concerning the maintenance of a shared driveway with your neighbor, before 
going to court, you should invite your neighbor to enter into a private agreement 
and thereafter file it in the chain of title, at the county clerk’s office, as a covenant 
and restriction that runs with the land. This type of agreement will prevent 
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future neighbors living at your respective properties from existing with the same 
type of ambiguity about driveway maintenance that created your conflict in 
the first place. 


Noxious Odors and Smells Next Door 

Damages may be available to you as the neighbor who has had to endure the 
offensive smell throughout its existence. In fact, the law is not so extreme that 
it requires odors to adversely impact your health in order for you to have rights. 
Instead, you have a claim so long as the odors are unpleasant and offensive. 
Odors that typically give rise to these types of disputes are caused by chemicals, 
farms, factories, restaurants and the like. To stop the smell, the claim that you 
should bring is called a private nuisance cause of action and to win on such a 
claim you will have to demonstrate that your enjoyment of life and property has 
been rendered objectively uncomfortable based upon unreasonable activities 
causing the smell. 


Water Runoff Causing a Flood 

If a neighbor undertakes affirmative acts that cause floods to intrude onto your 
property you have an action that can be brought, called a trespass cause of 
action, to stop your neighbor's wrongful acts. However, you need to either prove 
that your neighbor caused the floods through artificial means or that your neighbor 
undertook improvements to her own land in bad faith. To constitute bad faith, 
you must prove that such improvements have been undertaken without a bona 
fide attempt to enhance the usefulness of your neighbor's property, but instead, 
such improvements were done for the purpose of harming your property. Still 
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further, you need to prove that the resulting floods created a material change 
in drainage from what previously existed on your neighbor's property. In such, 
a neighbor's paving of her property or even grading the property does not give 
rise to a claim because it only creates an immaterial difference in the property's 
drainage. So, your case requires you to establish that the flooding was caused 
by your neighbor's initial act of accumulating water (i.e., creating a dam) and 
then, discharging such water from their property, through a drain, piping or a 
ditch, onto yours in bad faith, 


Trespass to Your Beach 

If your neighbors continuously cross over your property to get to your beach, 
perhaps the best course of action is to build a fence. However, you must first 
make sure that your neighbor doesn’t have a legal right to access the beach. 
If your neighbor has such a right and you deny access, you will be the one 
defending the lawsuit, not bringing it. To know if such a right exists, you should 
first check the chain of title, which should describe the limitations to your full 
ownership of your property in either the deed or the covenants and restrictions 
(.e., easement or a right of way). While such a limitation should be contained in 
the chain of title, it could also have been implied by acts over the course of time 
through a concept called a prescriptive easement or, alternatively, your neighbor 
may actually even own the path to the beach through a closely related concept 
called adverse possession. 


Noise Issues and the Drummer Next Door 
Most communities have noise ordinances (i.6., Zoning) prescribing the maximum 
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decibel level of noise permitted by law. Often, these ordinances vary in terms of 
permitted decibel level by time of day and day of the week; so when checking 
the relevant ordinance, be particular in your search to the facts specific to your 
situation. Did you know that homeowners have a private right of action against 
their neighbor to enjoin the continual violation of an ordinance and for damages 
resulting from the breach? To bring this action, called a zoning violation cause of 
action, it is imperative to have proof of the noise level. Alternatively, you can bring 
a private nuisance claim where you must prove that your neighbor intentionally, 
unreasonably and substantially interfered with your use and enjoyment of 
your property. Also, under either claim, compile proof that you attempted to 
compromise with your neighbor as to his drumming (¢.g., asking your neighbor 
to just not drum at 2 a.m., please...) before bringing the action. 


Lateral Access Right to Repair Your Property 

Like cities, Suburban business districts are often comprised of buildings that are 
constructed right up against the lot line without any setback whatsoever. If you 
own such a building, you will likely require access to your neighbor's property In 
order to make necessary repairs to your own building. Yet, wnat do you do when 
your neighbor refuses your request for access and your roof requires immediate 
repair? You sue for a license to access your neighbor's property, as you have 
a statutory right to bring such a lawsuit. However, when accessing it, be sure 
to take good care of your neighbor's property because you will be liable for any 
resulting damages that occur incident to your entry thereon. You may also be 
taxed, in terms of attorneys’ fees or otherwise, incident to your initial application 
for such a license to access your neighbor’s property if you fail to explain to 
the court the steos that you undertook in attempting to negotiate a license for 
access without the need for judicial intervention. 


A Business in the Residence Next Door 

Regardless if the business is lawful, pursuant to the local municipal code 
(.e., zoning), New York's highest court has said that “no one may make an 
unreasonable use of his own premises to the material injury of his neighbor's 
premises.” Meaning, that there are no hard and fast rules in this field of law, 
which is called a private nuisance cause of action, but, instead, a trier of fact 
(.€., judge or jury) must determine if a given business activity is unreasonable 
at the location where it is being conducted. If you wish to make a claim that 
the business is a private nuisance to your use of your property, you can let 
a court decide if the activity should be stopped. Further, let a court decide if 
you should be compensated for your lost use and enjoyment during the time 
that the business operated. To establish your lost value, look to the diminished 
rental value of your property during the time that the business operated from 
what that value would have been but for the existence of the business during 
that time. 


Fence Encroachment 

First, confirm the encroachment through a survey of the boundaries to 
your land, with monuments delineating the perimeter thereof. Next, act 
quickly in bringing an action to remove the fence because your neighbor may 
eventually seek ownership of your property by way of a legal doctrine called 
adverse possession if the fence exists for over 10 years. In taking action, 
you should claim that your neighbor's fence is trespassing on your property 
by way of the encroachment and seek out an order to remove the fence 
from your property together with damages stemming from the fence’s wrongful 
placement on your property (i.e., loss in rental value of the property from 
the wrongfully taken piece). Nonetheless, be aware that a court will not 
require the removal of the fence if the encroachment is only de minimis 
(i.e., trivial) and the detriment caused by removal to your neighbor outweighs 
the benefit of removal that you will realize. To illustrate, courts have found that 
1% to 38% inch encroachments were de minimis and did not support 
removal. So, be prepared to articulate the negative secondary effects that 
the fence has caused to you. The goal is to show a court that, in 


balancing the equities between you and your neighbor, fairness is on 
your side. a

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The Barefoot Movement Comes to Shelter Island 


BY EMILY J. WEITZ 


he Barefoot Movement brings their foot- 
stomping, hard-driving bluegrass music from 
their home in Nashville to Sylvester Manor on Shelter 
Island, a place where the fiddle has been played for 
centuries. The foursome, which consists. of fiddle, 
acoustic guitar, mandolin, and stand-up bass, will fill 
the intimate manor house with their signature sound. 
The Barefoot Movement got its start when 
mandolin player Tommy Norris and fiddle player/ 
vocalist Noah Wall started playing together in high 
school. Wall went to East Tennessee State University, 


where she studied in the Bluegrass, Old Time and. 


Country Music Program. There, she met Hasee 
Ciaccio, the stand-up bass player. They found their 
‘guitar player Alex Conerly in Nashville. The four of 
them have been playing together for five years now, 
finding their groove. 

“The acoustic guitar and upright bass form the 
rhythmic foundation of our sound,” says Wall. 
“The mandolin is layered on top, providing another 
element that fills out the music. The fiddle is usually 
only heard as a solo instrument during breaks 
between vocal lines.” 

But Wall is quick to note that this typical outline 
leaves plenty of room for improvisation and play. 

“Half the fun of being in this band is switching it 
up and taking ourselves out of that box of what we’re 
used to,” she says. “So these are very loose rules!” 

Wall has been playing the fiddle since her mom 
handed her one in the second grade. Over the 


years, her interest waxed and ie 
waned, but she never abandoned 
it completely. 

“Then one day J knew that music 
was the only thing I really wanted 
to do,” she says. “And I haven’t 
looked back ever since.” 

The group plays mostly original 
songs, which usually start with a 
spark of inspiration from Wall. 

“Most of the time I either hear 
a melody or think of a line that | 
sticks out to me,” she explains. | 
“And I write it down or record it.” 

It might sit for days or weeks, 
but eventually she'll come back to 
it when she feels the urge to work 
on something. 

“I sit down with a guitar and see 
it through,” she says. 

She can’t plan when inspiration 


will strike, so she believes it’s The (barcfout) Baretont Movement 


important to listen to the call when 
it comes. 

“Sometimes that can be in the middle of the day,” 
she says. “Or when I’m almost asleep at night.” 

Once she finishes a song, she brings: it to the 
band. Each member puts his or her own spin on the 
arrangement, and they flesh it out together — 
there. 

“Once the arrangement is established and we get 
used to performing the song, we can be a little more 


free with our individual parts, and 
maybe improvise a bit,” Wall says. 
The band performs for the love 
of the music, as is evidenced 
from the giant smiles on their 
faces as they all crowd around a 
single microphone and belt out a 
tightly harmonized chorus. They 
hope that that joy comes through 
and extends to their audiences. 
At Sylvester Manor, with the 
audience just a few feet away, 
the experience will certainly be 
shared. 
“We always look forward to

A Night to Rock at Bay Street Theater

magansett resident and guitar virtuoso GE 

Smith is bringing another epic night of music to 
the Bay Street Theater stage on Friday, April 10—this 
time with Israeli superstar David Broza. 

Smith, along with wife Taylor Barton, Larry 
Campbell and Jim Weider, shredded through an 
unforgettable Masters of the Telecaster performance 
at Bay Street in October, and Friday’s show with the 
multifaceted and super-talented Broza should be 
equally, if not more, memorable. 

“?’ve known David for a long time,” Smith says, 
explaining that he met Broza while playing at the 
United Nations in the 1990s. They have since become 
musical compadres and even made an album together 
in 2009, putting a shoebox full of unpublished lyrics 
by late folkloric singer-songwriter Townes Van Zandt 
to music, 12 years after his death. Co-produced by 
Smith and Broza, and featuring both musicians, Night 
Dawn: The Unpublished Poetry of Townes Van Zandt is 
a first-rate example of the magic these two musicians 
can make together. 

There’s no reason to 
expect their Bay Street 
performance would 
be any less magical, 
and Smith says they’ll 
definitely play a couple 
songs from their Night 
Dawn collaboration. 

For this week’s A 
Night to Rock show, 
Smith will play his 
beloved Fender 
Telecaster — electric 
| guitar, while Broza 

plays an_ electrified 
ZSacoustic-style guitar. 
| 8“It’s a really interesting 
[™ = mix, those two guitars 
together,” Smith says, 
noting that Broza 
presents an inspired, eclectic blend of influences. 

“He’s completely Israeli, completely Spanish and 
completely a guy from New Jersey,” Smith says, 
describing Broza’s distinctive background. “David 
thinks in all three languages,” he adds. “It’s a really 
interesting mix of influences,” Smith says of Broza’s 
unique sound, which combines his Flamenco guitar 
style and Middle Eastern flavor with American and 
British pop and rock. “I’ve never seen anyone who 
does what he does.” 

Of course Smith is also a musician of the highest 
caliber, and recognized as one of the world’s greatest 
sidemen. He is probably best known for leading the 
Saturday Night Live Band on the popular late night 
television show for a decade (1985-95), but Smith’s 
career is as storied as they come. He played lead 
guitar for Hall & Oats when they created their 
biggest hits, he’s worked with David Bowie on 
numerous tracks and—along with backing SNL’s 
many musical guests—he’s recorded and/or toured 
with an amazingly long list of greats, including Bob 
Dylan, Roger Waters, Hot Tuna, Red Buttons and 
even beat poet Allen Ginsberg, to name a few. 

While he continues to tour and play on records, 
Smith has now become a go-to guy for producing 
major event shows. He’s served as musical director 
and bandleader for events such as the Kennedy 
Center Honors for Bob Dylan and for Willie Nelson, 
The Muddy Waters Tribute and the Mark Twain 
Awards in honor of both Richard Pryor and Jonathan 
Winters. Currently, Smith is putting together a tribute 
to Les Paul for the electric guitar innovator’s 100th

birthday this June. 

Smith attributes his great guitar chops and knack 
for producing fantastic shows to his 50 years of 
playing all kinds of music. “I grew up playing in 
the bars since I was 11 years old,” he says, and bar 
musicians always have to know the hits. “I wound up 
learning over the years probably several thousand 
songs. I pretty much know songs all the way back to 
the Civil War.” 

The combined pedigree of Smith and Broza should 
make for an excellent night of music on Friday, and 
Smith loves the idea of introducing the Israeli star 


to a new audience. “I’ve always been amazed that he 
wasn’t huge in the United States,” he says of Broza. 
“People will really like his music.” 

Friday’s performance won’t be as loud as the 
electric-centric Masters of the Telecaster, but “It 
has its rocking moments,” Smith assures fans. “Bay 
Street is a great place to play...People are really 
going to like this show.”

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Two New Books: Afternoon Delights

Writing a homicide book was 
not a career jump for Tom 
Turner—his earlier years were 
spent as an award-winning 
ad agency copywriter, then 
as a private investigator for 
Con Top in West Palm Beach 
and, after that, as a buyer, 
renovator and seller of houses 
in Palm Beach—all of which 
figure in Turner’s debut fiction, 
Palm Beach Nasty (The Permanent Press). No murder 
mystery—because it’s pretty obvious who killed 
young Daryl] Bill, found hanging from a banyan tree 
when the story begins, and later Cynthia, a soused 
older babe on the make—the primary appeal of the 
book is its protagonist, 36-year-old, already burned- 
out Dartmouth grad Detective Charlie Crawford, 
formerly of the New York Police Department, and 
his short, fat, foul-talking, beloved partner Mort Ott, 
from the Cleveland PD. Charlie’s bored with his new 
life. As the opening sentence has it, he “really missed 
the murder and mayhem up in New York. Which was 
weird, since the whole reason he’d gone south was 
to get away from it all.” 

Though the back flap notes that Turner now lives 
in Charleston, SC, Palm Beach claims his soul. Much 
of the pleasure of the book is reading about the big- 
money honchos and wannabes who hang around 
this fabled pink and green paradise, “maintaining a 
perpetual tan and dressed like a preppie.” Murder 
is rare in Palm, and so, when Charlie responds to 
two murders that may not have been committed by 
the same perp, his life picks up. Although the police 
procedural aspects show off Turner’s experience as

a PI, verisimilitude does not redeem 
the sense of a new writer working the 
elements of fiction. The plot, heavily 
reliant on coincidence, and the 
characters indistinguishable in voice 
except when identified, fade into a 
general scenario involving beautiful 
women, hitmen and a perverse Wall 
Street-fueled villain. There are some 
nice passages: “Crawford just walked 
away, knowing Ott could read him 
like he had subtitles.” And unusual 
observations: “Even an art history 
minor from Hofstra University 
could recognize [the picture]”— 
and expected critical hits: “He had 
been told Boca had more cosmetic 
surgeons than landscapers, pool 
guys and personal injury lawyers 
put together.” The plot moves, if slowly, with 
a couple of exciting chase scenes. Palm Beach 
Nasty may not be A-fiction, but it could make an 
afternoon zip by. 


Gary Reiswig, author of stories about Oklahoma 
boyhood—his own and that of his parents and 
grandparents—has solid East Hampton history. 
Though he was born in Texas and grew up in 
Panhandle country, embracing homesteading and 
becoming a farmer, preacher and educator, Up North 
he and his wife became owners of the Maidstone 
Arms from 1979 to 1992 and also of the J. Harper 
Poor Cottage, now called The Baker House 1650, from 
1996 to 2004. He also became a successful author, 
writing Water Boy, about his young days on a football 


team, and the well-regarded book, 
The Thousand Mile Stare: One Family’s 
Journey Through the Struggle & Science 
of Alzheimer’s. The Reiswigs can trace 
their family history to the 1760s. Now, 
in Land Rush (Archway Publishing), 
a collection of six memoir sketches, 
subtitled “Stories from the Great 
Plains,” he describes his formative 
years growing up in a wholly different 
place in a wholly different time in the 
country, recollections augmented by 
homey photographs and maps. The 
charm and interest of the stories 
come from the reader’s awareness 
that that wholly different time was 
not that long ago, though The Plains 
have certainly changed. Here was 
America when hard work was often 
brutally physical, including, for farm boys, learning 
how to castrate a young bull; when family bonding 
was rare because chores ruled and made for taciturn 
relationships; when a beloved dog could be put down 
because he could no longer work; when an uncle 
could come back from serving in the war irrevocably 
damaged in spirit. Through it all, however, some 
fascinating history emerges, including how buffalo 


sent to the Wichita Mountain Preserve in western 


Oklahoma in 1906 were purchased from The 
Bronx Zoo. 

The writing is impressively stark and simple, 
evocative without ever becoming sentimental or 
nostalgic. His widowed mother gave him and his 
brother, both Ph.Ds., “every educational and cultural 
advantage she could find.” A deeply observant 
Christian, she also gave him a sense of grace.

Peas Bring Gardening Memories Alive in Spring 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


My parents were great 
gardeners. As children of the 
Great Depression, they had 
gardened their whole lives and 
grew a lot of the food we ate. 
The first vegetables from the 
garden in spring were radishes, 
which my dad and I made into 
sandwiches with butter and 
white bread; lettuces, which 
my mother made into salad 
with bacon and a little sugar... 
yum...and peas. These were shelling peas, also called 
English or garden peas. We just called them “peas” 
because snow peas and snap peas were not available. 
We planted Little Marvel, a bush pea that is called 
an heirloom now in catalogues. They were delicious! 
And peas were my favorite vegetable. What a treat 
they were when served at dinner in the winter. 

I remember several times that my sisters and | 
were surprised when we woke up to a bushel of 
peas waiting for us under the weeping willow tree. 
It seemed to us that shelling the bushel would take 
all day. Mom suggested that we get right to it when 
my younger sister pointed this out to her! Any peas 
we did not eat in summer were stowed away in the 
deep freezer. 

Peas do not grow in hot weather so they are planted 
very early in the spring. St Patrick’s Day is supposed 
to be the day to plant them but not this year. The 


soil, while cold, must be thawed and 
dry. This year I was thinking the end 
of March at the earliest, now is a good 
time. Peas can also be planted in late 
summer for a late fall harvest. Peas will 
not grow and, ‘in fact, will die, in hot 
weather. 

Peas grow as bushes or vines. Bushes 
grow to 2-3’ and, in my experience 
need pea sticks (short branches, 
perhaps leftover from spring pruning) 
to hold them up. Tomato cages can 
also be used. Vine peas need a trellis 
to cling to as they can grow to 6’. You 
will need to help the young tendrils to 
begin growing on the trellis. Bushes 


produce one large crop of peas, so _ Enjoy peas in a pod 


weekly plantings for about three weeks 

will prolong harvests. Vines produce more peas over 
a longer time. The seed catalogue or package will 
tell you if they are vines or bushes. When you plant 
vines, put a row of seeds on each side of the trellis. 
Read the package for further planting instructions. 
Do not apply fertilizer but do apply seedless straw 
mulch. Weeds should be pulled as peas have shallow 
roots that can be destroyed with cultivation. 

The plants will need to be watered only when the 
soil becomes dry and then only about 1” per week. 
Water only the soil and avoid getting water on the 
plants. (Hence the advantage of soaker hoses. No 
vegetables like to be watered from overhead.) 

The three kinds of peas most often planted now 


are shelling, sugar snap and snow peas. 

The entire pods of sugar snap and snow 

peas are eaten. Sugar snaps are ready 

when they are waxy on their surface 
and the pods are plump. Snow peas are 
ready when the pods are long and the 
peas inside are just beginning to form. 
Shelling peas are ready when the pods 
are shiny green and look full. The pods 
of over-ripe pods will look completely 
swollen and matt green. They will taste 
sour if you eat them from the vine. The 
~ best way to determine the readiness of 
Zany peas is to just try one right from 
gthe vine, my very favorite way to eat 
peas. Over-ripe shelling peas can be 
dried and used in soup. 
: All peas should be picked using two 
hands to avoid breaking the tendrils and they should 
be cooled immediately after picking. They can be 
refrigerated for up to a week. 

When the plants have ceased production, | pull 
them and lay them on the garden soil as mulch 
for the next crop. They can also be added to the 
compost pile. Chickens love them. 

If you. do not have a vegetable garden, you can 
plant some peas among your flower garden plants 
and grow a few pods and shoots for salads.

How About a Healthy Green Salad? 


BY SILVIA LEHRER 


I was taken with a delightfully 
refreshing and colorful kale 
salad that I enjoyed at Cowfish 
restaurant in Hampton 
Bays—the good folks there 
generously offered the recipe 
for me to share. 

This salad _ reflects the 
coming season. With 
ingredients like kale, sweet 
red pepper, juicy red grapes, 
crunchy quinoa dressed with 
lemony honey mustard vinaigrette, the result is a 
perfect balance of ingredients with a contemporary 


twist for a truly delicious and _ satisfying 
do-ahead salad. 
KALE SALAD WITH GRAPES, 
RED PEPPER AND QUINOA 


This extraordinary salad is inspired by one I 
enjoyed at Cowfish in Hampton Bays. Ingredients 
can be prepped a day ahead and the dressing up to 
three days ahead. 

Serves 6 to 8 


For the vinaigrette 

2 cloves garlic, finely minced 

zest of one lemon 

juice of one lemon 

1 tablespoon grainy Dijon mustard 


3 tablespoons honey 
4 tablespoons champagne or white wine vinegar 
6 to 7 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 


For the salad 

6 to 7 cups Lacinato or Curly kale 

3/4 to 1 cup rinsed and halved red grapes 

1 large red pepper, rinsed, cored and diced into 
about 3/8” cubes 

1 1/2 to 2 cups cooked quinoa* 

Freshly ground pepper to taste 


For the topping 

3 tablespoons coarsely chopped, roasted hazelnuts 
or almonds 

2 tablespoons grated Parmesan cheese 

1 cup diced Manchego cheese 

zest of one lemon, optional 


1. Combine all dressing ingredients, except oil in 
a mixing bowl and stir to mix. Add olive oil into the 
bowl, in a slow steady stream, stirring as you pour. 
Taste to adjust dressing as necessary. Pour into 
a.mason jar with cover, and store in refrigerator 
until ready to use. Dressing should be well 
chilled before using. 

2. Remove heavy stems from kale and discard. 
Wash and spin dry the kale leaves and wrap in 
towel to rid of excess moisture. Stack the leaves on 
a cutting board and julienne into strips about 1/2” 
wide. Can be done ahead and refrigerated, wrapped 
in paper towel. When ready to serve, place the kale in 


a large salad bowl. Add the bell pepper dice, halved 
grapes and toss with enough dressing, about 6 to 7 
tablespoons, to coat the ingredients. Add more to 
your taste, as necessary (any leftover dressing will 
keep stored in the refrigerator). Add the quinoa 
to the salad ingredients and lightly toss to mix 
(adding the quinoa after salad is dressed will prevent 
clumping). Season with freshly ground pepper to 
taste and toss to mix. 

3. Arrange the greens, pepper, grapes and quinoa 
on a platter. Scatter the cheeses over the greens and 
top with the toasted nuts and lemon zest, if using. 
Serve at room temperature. 


*Note: To cook quinoa 
1 cup quinoa 

2 1/4 cups boiling water 
1 teaspoon kosher salt 


Put quinoa in a fine strainer, rinse the grains well; 
and drain of excess moisture. Meanwhile, bring the 
water to a boil in a medium, covered saucepan and 
add salt. Cook slowly over medium to medium-low 
heat until liquid evaporates about 10 to 12 minutes. 
Turn off heat and let sit covered for 15 minutes or 
longer. With two forks, toss the grain in the pan. 
The quinoa will bloom and open slightly, and have 
a crunchy texture. Transfer to a bowl and let cool. 
Add room temperature quinoa to salad greens as 
instructed. £2
